Nothing could be finer than the cour- 
‘age with which they met the withering vol 
leys of the Japanese infantry, but the 
moment a charge was made and discipline 
and esprit de corps were ealied for they ran 
like frightened sheep, tearing their uniforms 
from their bodies and dropping their arms. 

“As the Gay broke the artillery in the forts 
on the bills all around the city began to roar. 
Gen. Nozu’s batteries on the western em!- 

mence played upon the forts to the north, 

Were being attacked on the other side 
by Col. Salo. His gurs only kept the twenty 
forts to the south of the eity and their out- 
Ying fortifications ina constant panic and 
prevented them from concentrating their 
fire on Oshima’s lines on the other side of 
the river. 

Nozu’s infantry and cavalry scoured the 
valley under the western walls of the city, 
and by a cross-fre kept the garrison in tbe 
northwest angle from escaping the fire of 
Gen. Tatsumi’s successful troops, who had 
already taken two forts. 

4 terrific battle wasin progress on the 
east bank of the river. Ushima’s troops 
charged the three forts again and again un- 
der a terrible infantry and artillery Are, 
while his howitzer batteries tore great holes 
in the Chinese ranks. The Japanese soldiers 
were horrified to see the Chinese hacking off 
the heads of captives in the distance, and 
they fought with fury, charging up to the 
muszles of theenemy’s guns. 

ol. Takeda, at the head of a battalion, 
charged one of the forts on tue bank of the 
river and carried the outer walls. Here the 
troops fought for hours close together, Dut 
the Chinese held the inner walls of the fort 
bravely, whilea body of sharp-shooters, ly- 
ing behind the bushes on the river, kept up 
a deadly cross fire against the left flank of 
the Japanese. All the approaches on this 
side of the fort were over subterranean 
powder mines, but the Chinese in their 
excitement torgot to explode them. The 
great mass of forts on the 
southern side of Ping Yang rained 
shot and shell over the river, and 
the driftiag cannon smoke was reddened 
with the flames of gatling velleys and in- 
‘fantry urg. The death ries of men and 
horses swelled the giant chorus of battie, 
bat the yells of the infuriated Japanese 
soldiers could be heard above it all as they 
closed in upon the forts and attempted to 
_- @¢ale the walls. 

The city was half hid in battle smoke and 
‘the crimson and yellow banners of the 
Chinese were riddied with bailets.

If the Japanese would 
stop fighting until the next day and the 
weather cleared off the forte would be sur-

The Japanese officers choked with rage. 
They could see the Chinese infantry trying to 
steal along the walls under the cover of the 
flag of truce. The Chinese were informed 
that troops who could fight in the rain could 
yield in the rain, and that the hoisting of the 
white fag over the fort was an act of sur- 
render. Again the Chinese pleaded for de- 
lay. The rain was very hard and it would be 
a terrible thing to move the garrison out of 
shelter, but to-morrow they would cheerfal- 
ly go away. 

It was plain thatthe crafty Chinese were 
merely trying to gaintime. The Japanese 
renewed the assault and fougkt until sunset, 
and long into the night filghts of Corean ar- 
rows came from the walls, as the ridiculous 
native soldiers were forced into the fight. 
The hoisting of the white fag convinced Gen. 
Tatsumi that the whole battle hinged 
upon the taking of this fort, for 
behind its walis were the Ohinese 
headquarters. Hour after hour the 
hungry and exhausted soldiers straggied 
on the slippery aud bloody hill. Those who 
were killed fell headiong over the ramparts 
into the valley. The rain beat in their faces 
and dreakhed their bodies as the troops 
pressed on in the gloom, their path lit only 
by the biaze of rifie volleys. 

The fighting bad ceased on all other sides 
ofthe city, but at this point the Japanese 
Commander refused to rest until the inner 
fort was in his hands, 

While the Moukden troops were heroically 
defending the last fort of the northwest an- 
dle the Chinese army was preparing toa re- 
treet ig the darkness, and the infantry was 
Gesperately endeavoring to cover the ‘ight. 

THE CHINESE RETREAT. 

Retween 8 and 10 o’Clock at night the whole 
Chinese force moved out ofthe city and re- 
treated northward between Col. Salos“ and 
Gen. Noru’s fotces. The Moukden troops 
in the inner forts were to guard the retreat 
and lie like rats in a trap. The Chinese gen- 
erals who had survived the day, accom- 
panied by the gorgeous Governor of Ping 
Yang and the frightened dancing girls, de- 
scended into the valley. where was the tomb 
of Ki cha among the trees, and followed by 
the army stole away through the night, 
making a great curve to avoid tke Japanese 
lines and reaching the high road to China at 
daybreak, 

As the Chinese retreated through the val? 
ley they cut the heads and hands from the 
Japanese dead. They broke into the 
Japanese hospital quarters and butchered 
and beheaded the helpless invalids, and 
away they went to the north with their 
dancing girls and bloody trophies, strewin g 
the road with their abandoned baggage. 

In a few minutes the Japanese fighting 
on the hill above caught a glimpse 
of troops moving away from the 
city under the trees and sent a murderous 
volley hurling down into their fank. As 
the Chinese host retreated sharpshooters at 
the foot of the outlying hills harried their 
footsteps. 

After twenty-two hours of contlauo us 
fighting, Gen. Satsum!’s infantry carried the 
inner fortifications by sheer courage and 
fighting qualities. Atio’ciock in the mora- 
ing they succeeded in scaling the walls. 
The Chinese howled and ran about like 
punted wolves. They tore along the 
walls, jumped over the parapets and 
crawiea under the bushes. As they ran they 
threw away their arms and uniforms. The 
Japanese parsued them and slew every fugi- 
tive in sight. The moment a man surren- 
dered, however, he was safe. All night long 
the Japanese ambulance corps worked upon 
the battle feld. 

At daybreak the entire Japanese foree 
moved into Piag Yang and found it deserted. 
HUMAN HEADS STRUNG ON CORDS, 

Oshima’s men discovered scores of Japan- 
ese heads strung on cords injthe three forts 
across the river. An order from the Ohinese 
o@iecer-in-chief offering a reward of 
80 taeis for every Japanese head was found. 
In the quarters of a Chinese General thirteen 
heads were piled in a LN showing that 
the commander had an eye to business. At 
Whangju the Chinese beheaded three shaven 
Gorean priests in order to pass them off for 
Japs. The mother of one priest saw tne 
head of ner son dangling from a cora as 
Mongolian warriors passed her door. When 
Oshima’sarmy arrived she Knelt before the 
General and begged him to avenge 
her anoffiending child. The hands 
and feet of many of the Japanese 
dead were missing; for miles the ground was 
littered with dead men and horses. Thou. 
sands of Chinese uniforms were scattered on 
the field. At the first sign of defeat the of- 
ners and men got rid of their military 
clothes in order to claim immunity as mer- 
chants. Seven hundred prisoners were 
taken, and not a man was in uniform. Even 
the six Captured officers of Li Hung Chang’s | 
rogimente were dressed as Cooles.

While the Japanese were restoring order 
in the city forty-seven Chinese prisoners 
escape.

When I saw the 
Chinese prisoners this afternoon 
they begged me to explain to 
the American Government that they 
were nearly all traders and clerks. I asked 
them it there was a Manchurian Mandarina 
amongthem. Some said yes, others said no, 
Icalle@ on them to indicate the Mandarin, 
whereupon adozen pointed toa young man 
dressed as a laborer, who turned pale, threw 
himself down before me, Knocked his head 
on the ground and confessed he wasa Man- 
darin. He declared that the Japasese had 
treated them all kindly. He hoped that tne 
United States would use its:infiuence to have 
them set free. 

Then I weat to see Li Hang Chang's six 
officers. They burst into tears When 1 as- 
sured them that ther were in no danger of 
death. A young Chinese Major asked fora 
penclland paper. He then wrote a message 
to the staff officer who accompanied me, 
asking whether they would bereleased if 
they pald a large sum of money. The staff 
oMcer shook his Read and said it was 
not in the Japanese style to extort ran- 
soms. The imprisoned officers said that they 
had no complaint to make against the Jap- 
anese. They attributed the defeat of the 
Chinese army to lack of ammuaition. Of 
course there was no truth in this as the Mon- 
mois left 2,000,000 cartridges behind. All 
around the quadrangles in which the prison- 
ers were kept lay men in Divody clothes, 
tended by Japanese hospital doctors. Every- 
one attested the humanity of the Japanese. 

As I close this dispateh a message reaches 
me from An Ja, where the Japanese have 
captured six cannon, The force is some- 
where south of Yalu River, on the west 
coast. A brigade of Nosu“s troops is march-

AN EXAMPLE OF PROGRESS. 


St. Louis has again been brought promi- 
nently forward as an example of progress 
for the enlightenment of the country. 

At the resent meeting of the American 
Street Railway Association one of 
the leading subjects of discussion 
was the use of street railways for 
mail, express and freight service. 
In all of these new uses of street railways 
for public convenience St. Louis has led 
other cities in the adoption of new and 
approved methods and appliances. It has 
also started a fourth fhnovation in utiliz- 
ing the electric railway for hospital am- 
bulance service. | 
Although sixty-three street railways are 
now carrying mails, it was in this city that 
the value of the special car for mail distri- 
bution was demonstrated. The Suburban 
improvement. 
The Southern Railway has run an express 
car for several. years. The ambulance car 
is a recent but successful St. Louis experi- 
ment. 

The leadership of St. Louis in this mat- 
ter has naturally grown out of our superi- 
ority in rapid transit facilities. No other 
American city has so extensive and admir- 
ably distributed and equipped rapid 
transit system. But while the rapidity 
and conveniences of mail, express and 
freight distribution may be greatly in- 
creased by the utilization of street 
railways for the purpose, progress 
in this direction must be carefully guarded. 
As long as the railways run on the surface 
of the streets the limit of service is easily 
reached on account of the multiplication 
of cars, which would render the streets 
dangerous and impassable. The construc- 
tion of underground railways in urban 
centers would permit of a great advance 
in city transportation facilities.

JAPANESE PAUPERS. 


The Clever Immigration Scheme Discov- 
ered by Customs Offieers. 


PORT TOWNSEND, West., Oct. 24.—The 
customs and immigration officials here have 
discovered a scheme whereby it is estimated 
that 500 pauper Japanese have been admitted 
this year. The only restriction to immigra- 
tion is that each applicant shall possess 830. 
It now develops that whem a party of pau- 
per Japanese arrives in Victoria they 


are met there by agents from this 
side, who supply .each with $30 and a 
ticket into this country. Upon 
arriving here the Japanese are taken to the 
Lustom-house, eXamined, aud as each has 
the required amount, the party is passed.

An inspector standing near hap- 
pened to see one giving money to another 
and suspected fraud; so he had the entire 
party taken before Collector Wasson in a 
bunch, resulting inthe discovery that there 
was but $380 among the whole crowd. Asa 
consequence the entire lot, except one, were 
bundled back to VictorJa, where the agents 
evidently concocted the scheme recently 
unearthed. 7

up tothe standard they are not to sign the 
receipt for them. I had so advised the 
superintendents of every city institution. 
When I came into this office I suggested that 
a depot be established at which the Commis- 
stoner of Supplies would have an opportun- 
‘ity to examine supplies and find out whetber 
or not they were good. : 

»The plan was not adopted and now Iam 
doing all that Ican do. It is my intention 
to make an attempt to get the charter 
amended in such a manner that I willbe al- 
lowed to receive supplies from the lowest 
and best bidder. This would enable me to 
weed out some of the contractors who have 
held city contracts se long and against whom 
complaints are continually made. In 
my present position, all that 1 can 
do it to buy supplies and have them charged 
to the contractors when I find that the sup- 
pites furnished by them are bad. I have 
done this in many Instances and will always 
take such action when the occasion demands 
it. I cannot be at all the city institutions 
when the supplies come in, and if the sup- 
erintendents do not follow my instruc- 
tions to refuse to receipt the 
dills of the contractors when the sup- 
plies furnished are not up tothe standard, I 
cannot help it. No superintendert has ever 
been advised by meto use food which was 
not fit for uuman consumption, and I would 
cancel the contracts of some of the contract 
ors to-day, but I have no such power nor 
can 1 prevent them from getting the contract 
again if they are the lowest bidders.“ 


WILL BE INVESTIGATED. 


Charges Made by H. Armitage Against 
the Zitza Loan Co. 


A special meeting of the directors and 
stockholders of the Etna Loan Co. of St. 
Louls has been called for Oct. 25 for the pur- 
pose of taking steps to refute some very ugly 
charges made against it by H. Armiteage,who 
has acted as its general St. Louls agent for 
the past two years up to August last. 

The charges made by Mr. Armitage are 
long and very muchindetall. He has had 
them published in a pamphlet of 


thirty-eight pages, at considerable 
cost, purely to square himself, 
as he states in the pamplet, with those 
whom he induced to invest in the company’s 
of stocks. The most se- 
matter which he charges in 
pamphlet is that there igs a 
contract existing bétween the Etna compa- 
ny and Doak & Co., as financial agents, 
which renders farcical any action of the 
Board of Directors. In fact he charges that 
by the eontract Doak & Co. practically con- 
trol and own. the Etua company, and that its 
officers and Board of Directors are mere fig- 
ure heads. He also alleges questionable basi- 
ness transactious, and states that owing 
to these transactions the stockholders are 
slowly being fleeced out of their money. 

The charges are of so serious a nature that 
the company teels that it cannot afford to 
let it pass, although its officials claim that 
the charges are untrue and made purely asa 

fece of spite work. To a reporter for the 

ostT-DisPaTcHu T. A. Johnson, Secretary of 
the compary, made this statement: 

„„ About the middle, of August matters, 
which it is not necessary for the public to 
know, came to our attention whieh made it 
necessary to ask Mr. Armitago’s resignation. 
He voluntarily surrendered the contract we 
had witb him. He coatinued about the office, 
and evidently during the time collected the 
data for this pamphlet. The figures 
are to a certain degree right, but the facts 
are so twisted that they make the charges 
absolutely untrue. The contract with 
Doak & Co. was a necessary expedient at the 
time, but it has been canceled by mutual 
consent. We have called a meeting for Oct. 
25 when we sball make a statement of our af- 
fairs, an exhibit of our loans and give all the 
shareholders an opportunity of investigat- 
ing tor themselves.

Officer Collins of the First District found a 
rather rural-looking young man, under the

On the way thither the captive be- 
came very confidential and told the officer 
that he had thrown a whole family into the 
river down in the Indian Territory. This 
fact was reported to Capt. Young when he 
came to the station at 8 a. m., and he called 
up to, the front of the cell the pris- 
omer, who gave his name as James 
Sherman, and asked him what 
meant by saying he had drowned a whole 
family in the Indian Territory. He at first 
denied having said anything at all about the 
Indian Territory, but finally weakened aad 
told the following story: — 

Jam 22 years of age, said be. and my 
name is Sherman Phelps. I lived for years 
with my father at Vinita, I. T. A few years 
ago I went out with Bad Westmorland, John 
Bird and John Kagel to a point about twenty 
miles from Red Fork, I. T., and there we 
camped. Westmoreland was a eattle raiser 
and I worked for him there, He 
had a strip of land right at 
the mouth of the Simone River, just on the 
line between the Cherokee Strip and the 
Creek nation. It was about three years ago 
this January, I think, when two old men 
came down the Simone River from the Ar- 
kansas River in askiff. Westmoreland, Ka- 
geland Bird, thin ing they had some money, 
rowed out after them, took all their 
. 44 dumped them in the river. 
Their les Were recovered. They swore 
me to secrecy, Dut sometime afterward my 
conscience pained me so that I sent word to 
United States Marshal Robert White at Fort 
Smith, Kan., apprising him of the 
crime. He came with Deputy warshal 
Yost and two other deputies to the camp at 
the mouth of the Simene River and arrested 
them. I appeared and testified against 
them at the preliminary hearing in June, bat 
after that their friends made so many 
threats against me that I was afraid to stay 
there. I left about a yearago and have 
traveled all overthe country since. I just 
drifted here a few days ago.

HIAWATHA, Kan., Oct. 24.—The difficulties 
of the Pullman Co-Operative Co. have been 
adjusted and a charter has been applied for.

The 
new works willnot now manufacture cars, 
but will make furniture and collins and any- 
thiag there is a demand for. 


BACK OF THE REFUSAL 


Interesting Story in Which Col. 
Wilson Is Concerned. 

WaSHINGTOXN, D. C., Oct. 24.—There is an 
interesting story Dack ofthe refusal of Col. 
Wilson to display Watts’ palning. Love and 
Life, in the White House parlors. Al- 
though the Government through the Secre- 
tary of State formally accepted the painting 
andthe last Congress passeda resolution of 
thanks, the picture is boxed up 


in the White House cellar and may remain 
there. The English artist and his friends 
have shown a remarkable earnestness to 
make this presentation. The United States 
Government bas evinced no burning anxiety 
at any stage of the proceeding to take it. 
Minister Lincoln advised the State Depart- 
ment of the artist’s desire to Make the pres- 
entation under the Harrison Administra- 
tion. His letters remained unauswered 
on the State Department files lor 
three months. Finally Watts’ friends in 
Washington appealed to secretary 
Foster to answer the letter. He wrote to 
Minister Lincoln, whocommended the work. 
Later it was secured for exhibit at the 
World's Fair. It was proposed Tirst to place 
it in the State Department exhibit in the 
Government Ballding, but Sir Henry Wood 
insisted on making it a feature of the British 
Artexhibit. Halsey C. Ives tried to secure 
the painting for the Field Museum 
and any effort was made to secure it 
for the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York. The action of Congress in 
formally accepting the painting forestalied 
these private plans to secure the picture. If 
this painting were displayed in any of the 
White House pariors it would break a prece- 
aent, for heretofore no pictures except por- 
traits of former occupants Of the Executive 
Mansion have been hung on the walls. Con- 
gress has made no provision for painting 
Sormer mistresses of the White House, 
uithough 1t appropriates liberally 
tor perpetuating the features of 
the President in oll, Mrs. Madi- 
son’s picture is a loan from the artist 
Andrews. Mrs. Polk’s was a present froma 
wealthy citizen of Tennessee; Aartua Wash- 
ington, a gift from the order of Cincinnati 
Mrs. Hayes, a tribute from the W. C. T. O., 
and Mrs. Harrison’s was presented by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
A wealthy citizen of New York sent 
Daniel Huntington to Washington to make 
a painting of Mrs. Cleveland to be presented 
to the White House, dut the President, who 
manifests a dislike for such publicity, inter- 
fered to prevent it. It is due to Mr. Cleveland 
that Watts’ $25,000 oll Ogures, portraying 
„Love asd Life“ in all their aboriginal epien- 
dor, now ornament the cellar instead of the 
pariors of the White House.

INA DIFFICULT’ STATE. 


Much Cenmcerm as the Opening ef the 
Chamber of Deputies Appreaches. 


Rome, Oct. 24.—As the date for the opening 
of the Chamber of Deputies approaches it 
becomes very evident that the situation of 
the ministry is one of extreme difficulty. 
The financial problem is still ensolved, and 
the deficit is calculated at 60,000,000 lire. Ia 
semil-oficial circles it is asserted that the 
Government will propose to meet this deficit 


with 20,000,000 lire of fresh economies and 
with „000, 000 lire Of additional taxes. 
But as the army will not be touched, the 
only hope of effecting serious and durable 
economies is a scheme for administrative, 
organic reform. Most of the puviic depart - 
ments are much over-manned, and there has 
been in consequence a loud churus of discoa- 
tent at the-civil service. The postponement 
of the official ax, however, ids ealled torth 
many threats of political revenge, and the 
ministry is keenly alive to the aifficalty con- 
fronting it in the path of reform. the min- 
isters say that in order to make the 
relief to the budget quickly appreciable it is 
necessary to sacrifice some interests, and 
they will have tado this in spite of their re- 
venge. Ihe portion of the press which is 
friendly to Premier Crispi insists that noth- 
ing will save the financial situation. On the 
other hand the newspapers are opposed to 
the Premier and hail the diflcuities which he 
is encountering as an undouDted sign of the 
early fall of the miatstry and a consequent 
serious blow to the Premier, i not his com- 
plete political extinction and entire loss of 
prestige. 


A Village Raided. 


MARSRILLES, Oct, 24.—Mall advices report 
that the Fhavalos tribemen have raided a 
village near Majunga, at the entrance of 
Dembatooka Bay, on the northwest coast of
